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COUNTY'S WEALTH 


DECLINE IS SMALL 





Reduction of Taxable Values 
Here Not So Large As 
Other Counties 


While taxable wealth of coun- 
ties throughout the state have been 
revealing distinct declines during 
the past year, San Bernardino 
county's decline was far less than 


the majority, according to figures | 
received by County Assessor A. E. | 


Allen from the state board of 
equalization. The county was list- 
ed as the eleventh richest of the 
state with respect to assessed val- 
uations. According to Assessor 
Allen, this’ year’s figure is $136,- 
033,314. 

Last year’s figure was $137,493,- 
664, This is a decrease of 9.46 per 
cent, Allen points out, but calls at- 
tention to the reductions of other 
counties. 

For the first time in history, Al- 
len revealed, the state taxable 
wealth total has shown a decrease. 
The value of all property in the 
state this year is $,397,909,983, 
as compared with $10,143,131, 354. 

Real estate values dropped but 
little. The greatest decreases were 
noted in stocks and bonds. This 
condition was noted generally 
throughout the state, with 
same holding in San 
county. 

However, this creates an 
favorable taxation situation. Real 
estate must make up the losses 
sustained in other forms of taxable 
wealth, in order to meet increased 
operating costs of the state ad- 
ministration.

Old Miner’s Rocker 
in Exhibit Window 
Is Work of Pioneer 


In the window of the chamber 
of commerce office is an authentic 
miner's gold rocker, placed there 
as an exhibit during the Pioneer 
Pilgrimage days and retained, af- 
ter the other decorations were re- 
moved, because of the continued 
interest shown in the relic of the 
early gold mining times. 

The rocker was constructed by 
J. B. Booth especially for the pion- 
eer exhibit and is built exactly 
as were the rockers he _ himself 
used for placer mining in the foot- 
hills of the High Sierras along the 
Tuolumme river in the LaGrange 
district. 

Mr. Booth’s father, Dr. L. M. 
Booth, was the first postmaster at 
LaGrange, taking the office in 
1856, and Mr. Booth spent many 
years in the mining districts and 
is familiar with the mountain re- 
gions in northern California. 

The hand-made rockers were 
used in placer mining, the water 
and dirt passing down through the 
inclines and the loose gold clinging 
to the rough canvas. 

Mr. Booth spends his winters in 
Upland and Ontario with his 
daughter, Mrs. A. E. MacLaren, 
and his son, Dean C. J. Booth of 


Chaffey, while his summers are 
spent with another son, G. G. 
Booth, in Watsonville.
